THIS MONDAY EVENING at 7.30pm Education Department officials will address 
a public meeting at Netherton School. They will be there to listen to what local 
people have to say about their intention to close Netherton. 

Believe it or not, local councillors Eddie Devine, Christine Devine and Pat Lally voted 
last month to close 21 schools throughout Glasgow. If Netherton school closes, small 
children will have to cross a dual carriageway and a main road to Castleton Primary. We 
believe the journey to be dangerous, and wonder if the same councillors and officials 
would be so quick to take risks with their own children's lives. We think children's lives 
are more important than money. If officials and councillors really are trying to save 
money through cuts, why dont they try taking a cut in their wages and expenses. 

Support the Occupation 

For the last 3 weeks, parents and children have been occupying Netherton school 7 days 
a week, 24 hours a day. We are determined to stop the school closing but we need your 
help.

On Monday night the local minister Rev. Bob Anderson will be helping to present our 
case to keep Netherton open. If everyone in the area supports us and attends Monday 
night's meeting we can change the decision to close Netherton Primary. Remember if 
we close Netherton school we lose our last community resource. As you know we do 
not even have any shops left in our area. 

If you think your area is getting a raw deal and are fed up with our local amenities 
being taken away — dont moan about it—join us in the fight to keep Netherton open, 
and perhaps we can start to turn things round. 

We need your help— but most importantly the children of Netherton Primary 
School need your help.
